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GIBSON LDOKING FOR HIS WIFE 


Tells Police That Constable and Crowd 
of Men Ran Him from 
Home. 

This morning about 1 o’clock Peter O. 
Gibscn, a negro school teacher, who lives 
in Reynoldstown, called at the police bar- 
racks in search of his wife, Leonora Gib- 
son. Gibson was accompanied by C. C. 
Wimbish and Jacksen McHenry, the well 

known negro politicians. 

To the police Gibson told a harrowing 
tale of his experiences of the night pre- 
vious and the manner in which he became 
separated from his wife. According to his 
story he lives at 26 Clay street, in a house 
owned by J. W. Maulin. He admits owing 
Mr. Maulin $4.50 back rent. Last night about 
9 o’clock, he says, a constable of the Edge- 
wood district, named Peyton, called at his 
house, accompanied by Frank Maulin, a 
son of his landlord. Peyton knocked at the 
front door and upon Gibson inquiring who 
he was stated that: the had a paper that 
he wanted to serve. Gibson, so he says, teld 
Peyton that he was preparing to go to bed 


and that he would acknowledge service of 


the paper in the morning. After some words 
the constable and Maulin-left the house. 

Immediately after the departure of the 
two men Gibson and his wife went next 
door to a house which he had rented the 
day before and which he intended moving 
in in a few days. While he and his wife 
were occupied in cleaning up the house he 
claims that Leonard and some seven OF 
eight men returned and drawing pistols, 
ordered him to consider himself under ar- 
rest. He claims to have become frightened 
and started to run. Before he had gone a 
half dozen yards several shots were fired 
at him by the crowd. He says that he 
was chased for fully a half mile and that 
at least twenty shots were fired at him. 

Finally he managed to reach his father's 
house next door to the old Faith residence. 
He remained there for an hour or so and 
then returned to look for his wife. He 
could find her nowhere. Some of the ne- 
groes in the vicinity told him that she had 
been carried to jail and it was this that 
caused him to call at the station ‘house. He 
also made inquiries at the jail, but failed 
to find her. 

Wihen he arrived at the station house 
last night he was very much excited and 
seemed to fear that she had been killed.

West Point is to have another great cot- 
ton mill. This inipertant and interesting 
fact has just been made putlic, and the 
news of it has created great enthusiasm 
among the people of this city and vicinity. 

The new mill is to be built by the Lanette 
Cotton Mill Company, of which Mr. L. 
Lanier is president, and the statement 
that work will soon be under way is au- 
thorized by that gentleman. 

This new mill is to contain twenty thou- 
sund spindles—about eight-hundred looms; 
and it is needless to add that everything 
is to be of the most complete and modern 
character. : 

Not only are all the factory buildings 
which go with an establishment of this 
kind to be erected, but the company will 
build in connection with it about two hun- 
dred cottages. 

To Cost $600,000. 

This substantial increase to West Point's 
already great mill capacity comes in the 
nature of a surprise. Ever since the re- 
turn of Mr. Lanter from the east last 
week the town has been under consider- 
able excitement over undefined rumors of 
expected increases in the already great 
plant which he controls—large extensions 
and. all that—but nobody thought the in- 
crease would take the form of an entire 
new mill. The formal statement from Mr. 
Lanier himself that work on the new mill 
will be begun just as soon as contracts 
can be let has raturally, therefore, been 
the occasion for great rejoicing. 

It is the estimate of the company that 
$600,000 will be expended in the erection 
of the new mill. | 

In addition to this, very extensive addi- 
tions to the productive capacity of the 
West Point Manufacturing Company and 
the Riverdale Cotton mills are being made, 
and the capacity of the Lanette Bleachery 
and Dye works is being further increased.

That one to the poultry yards, teeming 
with the. feathered tribe. While over there 
is an old acquaintance, the once delusive 
fleecy staple, as white and alluring as of 
yore, but delusive now no longer, owing 
to the choice company it keeps. Many 
other paths are there, leading past vine- 
yards and fields-of new *mown hay, past 
small fruits and flowers, to stock pens, 
to the apiary, to fields of rice, tobacco, 
peanuts and sugar cane, as well as to many 
other industries too numerous to mention. 
Let the farmers enter and freely follow 
any of these paths they may desire. 

There is only one condition required of 
you; namely, not to spend your whole life 
in wandering aimlessly up and down one 
pathway, thinking you have found the 
acme of your ambition. You have tried 
that, and, we sincerely trust, seen the folly 
of it. You may confine yourself to two 
paths if you prefer, though three would 
be better, or as many more as you can 
give.your careful attention. 

If from the various crooks and turnings, 
or from any other causes, you should lows 
your way, you can easily be set right and 
find it again by applying to any of the nu- 
merous guides appointed Fy the states or the 
government at large to direct your sham- 
bling footsteps; in other words, through 
the medium of the experiment stations. 

These will take pleasure in furnishing 
you information relative to any of the 
paths chosen, That is what they are there 
for. Or the obliging editor of any first- 
class farm paper will take delight in an- 
swering questions upon any intricate topic 
pertaining to agriculture that you may pro- 
pound, 

Of course you will take an agricultural 
paper. As well try to navigate the sea 
without chart or compass as attempt to 
keep posted on farming matters without

The Western and (Atlantic, the Central 
and the Georgia are interested in the grade 
question more than the other companies, 
for the reason that the three iines nemed 
‘will have to change their yards to meet the 
conditions named by the city. It is a ques- 
tion whether the changes will be so great 
as to force the roads to reject the plans, 

One of the engineering problems will be 
to prevent the grade starting on a curve. 
The Central approaches. Forsyth street 
bridge by a curve and the Western and At- 
lantic approaches it on a grade row. It has 
been suggested that the state road might 
change its passenger tracks and go around 
the gashouse on the south side. The engin- 
eers will have to make a survey and figure 
on that. It may be practicable. Major 
Thomas does not want to change his yard 
west of Forsyth street bridge and the Cen- 
tral cannot go very far west of the bridge 
to begin elevating its tracks. 

The representatives of the soads feel that 
the city ought to yield something in the 
matter of clearance at Whitehall street and 
not insist on a clearance of twelve feet un- 
less it is willing to depress Whitehall more 
than five feet. 

The Georgia road’s yard comes right up 
to the union station and under the condi- 
tions named by the city, it would have to 
begin elevating its tracks about one thou- 
sand feet east of the present station, sllow- 
ing for a depression of two feet at Loyd. 
That would split the yard in two parts for 
a distance of 1,000 feet. 

If ever a car should break loose from a 
train on the west side of tHe station, on the 
proposed elevated tracks, it would go to 
the river unless it jumped the rails er col- 
lided with something before it got to the 
Chattahoochee. The Western and Atlantic’s 
track is down grade now all the way to the 
river, Lut the grade is light over a part of 
the distance and sometimes it is possible to 
stop a car before it gets beyond control. 

Railway men say it is fair to presume that 
simetimes cars will break loose going up a 
1 per cent grade and that if possible the 
grade ought to be reduced. They say that 
the locomotives will make a great deal of 
smoke ascending a 1 per cent grade end 
the steeper the grade the greater this nuis- 
ance will be. 

‘Everything will depénd on the report 
which the engineers make after they study 
the situation and it will be no surprise if 
the roads go to the city and ask for a mod* 
ification of the conditions. It may be either 
a modification or no union station on the 
present site,

He alleged that she had left 
him, had been unfaithful and was not a 
suitable person to whom the care ¢f chil- 
dren could be given. The jury removed the 
disabilities of the husband and gave to him 
the right to marry again, tut did not re- 
move those of the wife. The three children 
were given in the keeping of the father. 

Juanita Stovall Brantley was given a to- 
tal divorce from = gorge R. A. BSrant- 
ley. She alleged | cruel treatment and 
desertion. Roberta E. Bartley and Charles 
H. Bartley were separated by the court. 

There were many others. The recent war

NEW RULE HAD OPPOSITION 


Mr. Pappenheimer Tells His Position 
on Religious Holiday Rule. 


CLD RULE WAS ADOPTED IN 1876 


Was Left Undisturbed for Twenty-Two 
Years Unt Last Meeting of the 
» School Board. 


While interest in the matter of open ses- 
sions of the board of education has at- 
tracted wide attention during the past faw 
days the recent action of the board in 


Changing the rule which excused children 


who were absent on religioug holidays has 


not been lost sight of. 

Opposition to this action of the school 
board has grown, as shown by the recent 
publication of communications from persons 
interested in the matter. 

Oscar Pappenheimer, member of the board 
of education, spoke of thé matter yesterday 
and told of his position on the question. 
He gaid: 

‘I am in accord with The Consétution in 
its fight against the new rule punishing chil- 
dren who are absent from school on a re- 
ligious holiday. I spoke and. voted against 
the measure on the day that it passed. I 
told the board then that I had the utmost 
respect for anyone’s convictions and ob- 
jected to the punishment of anybody for 
acting according to his ‘belief. I believe that 
freedom of worship according to one’g con- 
science carries with it the exemption from 
punishment on account of the exercise of 
such worship. I believe the claim that the 
board thas nothing to do with religion and 
therefore, it may rightfully say to 


be punished’ might bring us dangerously 
near the point where some one might say 
that, following this claim to its logical con- 
clusion, the board cowld decide that chil- 
dren should attend schoel on Saturdays or 
Sundays o ; pugi@ihed—which, f course, 
is absurd. = 

“TIT am also sympathy with the 
stand that The Constitution is taking as to 
punishing a child for absence on account of 
iliness. Early last fall I introduced a 
change of rule that excused children absent 
on account of illness, where they brought 
a physician's certificate saying that they 
had been ill. The board passed the law, 
leaving off the requirement as to physi- 
cian’s certificate. Thereafter, at each meet- 
ing, the board received protests to the effect 
that some children were claiming illness 
when not ill, and complaints that the at- 
tendance records were suffering. There are 
always some teacherg that consider records 
more important than results. Some mem- 
bers, of whom I was one, urged the board 
not to repeal the law, but to amend it by 
requiring a doctor’s certificate or in some 
other way that would prevent undue advan- 
tage being taken of it. In this way repeal 
was delayed, but not prevented, for at the 
December meeting the rule was put back to 
where it had been, i. e., children were again 
charged for absence when sick. A child 
sick suffers from the sickness itself, from 
confinement, from falling behind in its 
Studies—all of which cannot be helped. To 
punish it in addition, I consider quite inde- 
fensible. The fact is, this is no longer the 
day for repressive, militant school @anage- 
ment.’’ 

An extract from the minutes of meetings 
of the board of education in 1876, has been 
sent to The Constitution. This shows the 
action on the original rule, which has been 
undisturbed for twenty-two years, until the 
last meeting of the board of education. It 
is as follows: 

“June 22, 1876—On motion of Mr. Blanch- 
ard the matter of religious holidays and 
excuses for absence on such days, was re- 
terred to the committee on rules. 

“‘December 28, 1876—Report committee on 
rules—N. J. Hammond, chairman: “Amend 
rule 22 by adding the following: ‘and no pu- 
pil shall lose an honor by reason of ab- 
sence from school 6n days of religious ob- 
ligation or of absence caused by death in 
the immediate family of such pupil.’ 

“Other members of committee on rules: 
Messrs. Spalding and Rawson. 

“Present at this meeting of board: Messrs. 
Beatie, Lowry, Powell, Hammock, Ham- 
mond, Hemphill, Spalding.”

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REPORT GOES 10 COUNCIL 


Will No Doubt Be Passed by That 
Body Monday Morning, 


WILL BE A DECIDED IMPROVEMENT 


Nearly All the Property Owners Have 
Donated Five Feet Frontage for 
This Purpose—Council Will 
Appropriate $10,000 
for the Work. 


There is no longer reasonable grounds 
for doubt that Whitehall street, between 
Forsyth and the Central railroad crossing, 
will be widened five feet on each side, re- 
paved, and made one of the most attrac- 
tive thoroughfares in the city. 

The street committee of the city council, 
in regular session at the city hall yester- 
day afternoon, unanimously passed a reso- 
lution calling for an appropriation of $10,000 
for this work. The report will be presented 
to council Monday afternoon, and there is 
no doubt that it will be passed. 

It will go to the aldermanic board the 
following Thursday, and to the mayor im- 
mediately afterwards. The leaders in the 
movement feel certain the resolution will 
go through. 

The movement to widen and 
Whitehall street has been agitated for some 
time. The action of council’s committee 
yesterday makes the outlook more en- 
couraging than ever. Nearly every prop- 
erty owner on Whitehall street where the 
thoroughfare is to be improved has deeded 
to the city five feet frontage of their 
property free of charge, with the under- 
standing that the fencing, curbing, 
plumbing, sidewalks, etc., shall be put in 
good condition by the city, and that the 
property owners will be relieved of all 
cost of repaving the street with either 
brick or asphalt, which will be done soon 
after the street is widened. 

The county commissioners are to bear 


one-half of the expense of the improve- 
ment. A resolution to this éffect was pass- 
ed by the county board last year, and has 


improve 


‘been renewed by the present board. 


The street is to be widened to sixty feet, 
and when completed it will be one of the 
handsomest thoroughfares in Atlanta. The 
street is hampered considerably now on 
account of its narrowness, and it is 
thought that widening it will not only 
make the street more attractive, but will 
increase the value of adjacent property. 

A resolution was also passe@ by the 
street committee yesterday allowing Mrs. 
lL. J. Willis, Mrs. E, E. Trotty, I. Stein- 
heimer, Mrs, Lizzie Guinn, Mrs. 8S. A. Mc- 
Gaughey and F. M. Alman various amounts 
in compensation for the Gonation of five 
feet frontage. Some property owners were 
necessarily placed to some expense in 
either moving their houses, erecting stone 
walls, etc. These appropriations were 
made on this account. 

The street committee has a good many 
petitions for various work on hand, and 
will visit several parts of the city this 
morning. 

Will Go to Macon. 

Commissioner of Public Works Ellis, of 
Macon, appeared before the committee, 
advocating the new shell street paving, 
which is mined near that city, and which 
is being use@ extensively on Macon’s 
streets. Mr. Ellis claimed the pavement 
was an innovation in the line of street 
paving. He stated he had no interest in 
the paving, but had merely been asked by 
Brady Bros. to aid them in introducing it 
in this city. 

The committee decided to go to Macon 
next Tuesday, if the weather is clear. 
City Engineer Clayton, City Attorney An- 
derson and Commissioner of Public Works 
Wylie will accompany the party. A pleas- 
ant trip is anticipated, and it may be that 
the new shell pavement will be tried on 
one or two of Atlanta’s streets before 
long.

RIVAL GROCERY MERCHANTS 


Destruction of Abe Shurman’s Store Al- 
leped To Have Been Their Work, 


LIVELY STORY OF TWO RIVAL STORES 


Waged a Cut-Price War, and in the 
Midst of the Fight Shurman’s 
Store Was Blown Up—The 
Prisoners Deny Their 
Guilt. 


Two white youths were locked up in the 
eity prison yesterday charged with blowe 
ing up a store with dynamite. They are 
Solomen and Morris Nisenbaum. They 
were arrested yesterday morning by Mount- 
éa Policemen Newport Landford and R. E. 
Seals on suspicion of having blown up the 
store of Abraham Shurman on Sunday 
night, Maroh 19th. 

In implicating the Nisenbaum brothers in 
the attempt to blow up Shurman’s store at 
No. 376 Crumiey street, the officers bring 
out a story of rivalry in business which 
is replete with interest and which is. said 
to have ied to the use of the dynamite. 

A year ago last December the Nisenbaum 
brothers opened a store at & Richmond 
street and began to do a very good busi- 
ness. They ihad a good stock and their cus- 
tomers were many. 

A few weeks ago Abraham Shurman open- 
ed a store on Crumiey street about a 
block away from the store of the Nisen- 
baum brothers. Then began a rivalry in 
businets and a fight to get trade. Shurman 
took away some of the Nisenbaum frothers’ 
best customers, as he had begun ‘to 
cut prices. He printed handbiils and had 
them scattered aboui of the 
city where the rival stores were located. 
The Nisenbaums printed dodgers and an- 
nounced cut prices. The thing went on for 
two or three weeks and the feeling Yan 
high. 

In the midst of the excitement Shur- 
man’s store was blown up with dynamite. 
Thé explosion e¢eieréd or March-19th and 
the front of the store was wreckei. 

Shurman at once suspected the Nisen- 
baum brothers and so teld the police. 

Yesterday morning the police officers be- 
ieved they had sufticient ‘evidence to con- 
viet the Nisenbaum brothers of the dyna- 
miting end made the arrest. The oull- 
cers state they have one witness who raw 
the Nisenbaums running away from the 
Shurmtan store just after the explosioa oc- 
eurred,* and that this witness knows the 
two men weil and positively identifies them 
as the right parties. 

Solomon Nisenbaum owns the store on 
Richmond stieet and Morris is a clerk. Sol- 
omon says he is twenty years of age and 
Morris seventeen. They arrived in the 
United States about eighteen months ago 
from Russia and came direct to Atlanta 
from New York. They had relatives al- 
seready living in this city. 

The two prisoners were. seen by a re- 
pyrter of The Constitution yesterday suort- 
ly after their arrest. They said tney knew 

nothing about the blowing up of the store. 

On the night of the explosion, they stated, 
they had been to see their sister and had 
only been home about ten minutes. They 
went to the dooft of their store, where 
they sleep, as soon as they heard the 
- noise, but they did not go to Shnurman’s 
store, as they did not ‘know what had hap- 
pened. They heard the windows rattling 
and thought somebody was blasting a well. 
They told about the lively rivalry between 
the two stores and said Shurman had 
come to their store, and shaking his cut 
price dodgers in their faces, had exclaimed: 
“J. vill roon you out oy de beesness.” 

They denied most emphatically their guilt. 

The warrants sworn out for the prisoners 
charge malicious mischief, but it is believed 
that the charge of assault with intent to 
murder could also be made, as Shurman’s 
family were asleep in his store at the time 
of the explosion. 

The governor has offered a reward of $200 
-. for the arrest and conviction of the dyna- 
miters.

Very Few, if Any, Changes Will Be 
Made+New Applicants Were In- 
spected Yesterday—Boara 
Meets at 10 O'Clock 
This Morning. 


The election of the police force takes 
place this morning at 10 o’clock. 


And every patrolman elected will receive 


$2 a day: 

The police board held a called meeting 
yesterday morning for the purpose of jn- 
Specting the new applicants for places on 
the force, and at the meeting a resolution 
was adopted rescinding the action of the 
board reducing the salary of thirty patrol- 
men to $1.50 a day. 

Commissioner Johnson introduced the 
resolution to reconsider the action of the 
board at the last meeting, and it 
seconded by Captain English. 

Commissioner Brotherton said he had 
misunderstood the matter, and had thought 
the change meant paying only the subey 
numeraries $1.50 a day. 

Commissioner Jones said he believed the 
action of the board at the last meeting 
was illegal, and he would take no part in 
the discussion of or the action of the 
board at present. 

Commissioner Kendrick said he thought 
the scaling of the policemen’s pay might 
be done by sending a request to the gen- 
eral council. 

Mayor Woodward said he did not think 
the reduction of the salaries a good meas- 
ure. Council, which was soon to be in 
session, could not act on the police matter, 
as it had been called for a specific purpose. 

Commissioner Patterson said he believed 
good and experienced policemen ought to 
be paid more than new and inexperienced 
ones, but if the board. had not the power 
to take such actio® a had been taken, he 
was perfectly willing to have the matter 
reconsidered. 

The Action Was Rescinded. 

When a vote was finally taken the reso- 
lution to reconsider. was adopted, only 
Major Kendrick voting against it. Com- 
missioner Jones did not vote. He had all 
along fought the proposed reduction, and 
he did not vote, because he believed the 
former action of the board was not legal. 

“I felt all the while,” said Commissioner 
Jones, after the.meeting, “that the board 
would have to rescind the. action making 
the reduction. Besides being illegal, it 
was, in my opinion, an unwise measure, 
and one which would have injured the 
efficiency of the department.” : 

A large number of applicants for posi- 
tions on the police force was inspected and 
examined, yesterday morning. The men 
were admitted into the room in squads 
of ten and closely questioned, and a record 
made of them on the back of their appli- 
cations, 

There were street car men, mechanics 
and laborers in the crowd. Some of the 
men were fine looking. 

If five men out of the hundreds of new 
applicants land this morning the five will 
be as lucky as persons drawing a prize in 
a lottery. 

Who Will Be Elected? 

This morning at 10 o’clock the board of 
commissioners will meet and proceed to 
elect the entire force, from chief down to 
hostlers. 

Chief Manly will be re- -elected. 

Captains John Joiner. Henry Jennings 
and John A. Thompson and Bradley 
Slaughter will be re-elected. 

As the captains are to be elected by 
numbers, No. 1 ranking the highest, there 
is likely to be some little excitement over 
the effort of one captain's friends to get 
his man above the others.

The Central railroad of Georgia has ap- 
plied to the secretary of state for an 
airendment to its charter giving the road 
the right to extend its line from Coving- 
ton to Porterdale, Ga., an addition to the 
branch of the road running north through 
Newton county.to Covington. The/amend- 
ment to the charter of the Central was 
signed by Secretary of State Cook yester- 
day, the road having complied with the re- 
quirements of law in advertising the nature 
of the change to be made. 

The new extension to the line will not 
leave Newton county, and while of very 
short length wiil be of importance to the 
road, as the business transacted in that 
section of the. state is unusually large. 

The Central railroad of Georgia has con- 
templated building the addition to its 
branch line to Covington for some time, 
and it is understood that the work of con- 
struction Will be started at once. 


An application has been filed with the 
adjutant general of the state signed by 
forty of the most prominent young men of 
Thomson, Ga., asking for admission into 
the militia of a company that is to be 
formed in that town. Thomson has never 
had a military company, and the nearest 
command of the state militia to the town 
is Augusta, so in case of a riot, a serious 
difficulty would present itself to the gover- 
nor of the state should he desire to send 
troops to that point.

All cotton markets the world over have 
been rather dull today and devoid pf fea- 
tures to comment upon.

having been negiected for some time. We 
look for a gradual improvement along these 
lines, and would point out that our spin- 
ners in the United States are and have been 
for ag while now over per pound 
of raw cotton better than during the de- 
pression when print cloth was selling at 
111-16c per yard in Providence, R. I., com- 
pared to 2% to 2%c now. Liverpool lost 
1-32d on psot prices today, but gained about 
1-644 on deliveries. The movement keeps 
well within bounds, so much so that com- 
parisons for the week ending tomorrow 
will likely compare somewhat with 1895, 
when ;we had 150,327 bales of cotton come 
into sight. The undertone is one of well- 
placed confidence.

~ ers Meet Yesterday Morning. 


GHOSE THIS CITY TO MEET IN ON OCT. 25TH 


Programme Is Arranged and Contains 
Some Interesting Subjects for Dis- 
cussion Before Convention. 


Two conventions were obtained yesterday 
to meet in Atlanta during the state fair. 
The Association of County Commissioners 
of Georgia and the National Road Parlia- 
ment will meet in Atlanta on October 25th. 
This was decided at a meeting of the exec- 
utive committee of the Association of Coun- 
ty Commissioners held yesterday morning. 

The meeting was called to order by Dr. 
E. E. Dixon, president of the state asso- 
ciation. Those represented were George E. 
Atwood, of the first congressional district; 
W. T. Dennis, of the fourth; E. H. Waik- 
er, of the sixth; W. M. Trimmier, of the 
seventh; William P. McWhorter, of the 
eighth; F. T. Davie, of the ninth, and 
Secretary A. L. Kontz, of Atlanta. 

Forrest Adair, of the fifth district, was 
out, of the city on business and did not 
return in time for the meeting. 

Judge Palmer, chairman of the. board of 
Fulton county, was present with the com- 
mittee for a short time. One of the first 
questions taken under consideration by the 
committee was the place for the next con- 
vention. Several places were suggested, but 
on account of the state fair and the pros- 
pect of lower rates to Atlanta than else- 
where, this city was chdsen as the place 
for the convention. The vote was made 
unanimous. is 

The time for the convention was discussed 
at length. Many favored the usual time, 
but it was thought that it would be better 
to hold the convention during the state 
fair, and October 25th was selected as the 
day. 

This will bring the convention at a time 
when the fair will be at its height, end

How good roads keep money in the peo- 
ple’s pockets and benefit the farmer. 

Best method of settling with tax collec- 
tors and disposition of uncollected fi. fas. 

Discussion’ of general subjects that may 
be brought before the meeting. 

Road Parliament Invited. 

W. G Whidby, a member of the national 
road parliament and a delegate to the con- 
vention held by that organization in Oma- 
ha last year, adressed the committee and 
stated that he had received a communica- 
tion from the secretary of the parliament, 
inquiring as to a good place to hold the 
convention of 1899. 

Mr. Whidby *stated that it would be a 
good thing to have the parliament in At- 
lanta at the same time that the convention 
of county commissioners is here, and asks 
ed the committee to invite them to meet 
here at that time, 

The suggestion met with much favor 
and the parliament was invited to convene 
here on the same date that the convention 
of commissioners will. 

The road parliament is a very large and 
influential organization. Its sole object is 


to encourage good roads in every state, 
and the head of the organization is Gen- 
eral Roy Stone, who holds the position as 
director of the department of good roads of 
the United States. He has recently been in 
Porto Rico investigating the roads of that 
country. He was with the engineering de- 
partment of the United States army in the 
Santiago campaign. 

The convention to be held here will be a 
‘wery large affair, and its influence wherever 
it goes is very marked, 

The executive committee adjourned after 
its business had been finished, and those 
who will read the papers on special gub- 
jects and will take the leading parts in the 
work of the convention will be announced 
later.

Company Must Withdran Appeals Ip 


Order To Get Rights of Way, 


ATLANTA RAILWAY GRANT MODIFIED 


Company Is Not Required To Give 
‘Transrers—Ordinance Passed by 
Council Will Probably Settie 
Differences Between 
Two Companies. 


The city council met in special session at 
2:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon and adopt- 
ed the report of the committee on electric 
and other railways granting franchises to 
the Consolidated Street Railway Company 
over the Mitchell street viaduct and 
through west Atlanta and relieving the At- 
lanta Railway Company from all restric- 
tions as to transfers and regulations of 
fares in this t tory. 

It is believed that the passage of this or- 
dinance means a termination of the fight 
that has been going on between these two 
street car companies for. many months. 
One condition of the grant to the Consoli- 
dated is that it shal] withdraw its appeals 
from the decision of the Fulton superior 
court in the case ofthe Consolidated 
against the Atlanta Railway relative to 
the condemnation of the former’s Mitchell 
street tracks and the appeal from the de- 
cision of the appraisers. If the Consoli- 
dated accepts this condition it can have the 
franchises; if not, it will have to give up 
its intention of crossing the viaduct and 
making a connection with its Jones avenue 
line. 

The people of the west-side are anxiously 
awaiting the decision of the Consolidated 
relative to this point. The matter will 
have to be submitted to the board of di- 
rectors, who will probably be called in 
special session in the next few days. Mean- 
while President Woodruff may proceed to 
purchase his material for the new exten- 
sions, as council acted before his options 
oh material had expired, thereby saving 
the Consolidated a good sum of money. 
Material has advanced in price since the 
options were secured. 

The action of council was almost unani- 
mous, only one member, Councilman 
Thompson, voting against the franchisef. 
ES thought the requirement that thé Con- 
solidated should withdraw its appeals was 
unjust and voted against the ordinance on 
this account. . 

Ordinance That Was Adopted. 

Following is the ordinance presented by 
the electric railway committee and adopted 
by council yesterday afternoon: 

“Be it ordained by the mayor and gen- 
eral council of the city of Atlanta: 

“Section 1. That the ordinance approved 
on the 19th day of October, 1898, granting 
authority and consent to the Atlanta Rail- 
way Company, its successors and assigns, 
to cross Mitchell street viaduct and to con- 
struct and operate electric street railway 
lines along Mitchell street and other 
streets, one ot which lines passes to the 
southwest through the first and seventh 
wards, and the other to the west through 
Mitchell, Magnolia and other streets to 
Chestnut avenue, be, and the same is here-

Yesterday. 
CITY WINS ON ALL THE POINTS

Cases Will Bé “Made a Test and Go to 


the Supreme Court. 
ABLE COUNSEL REPRESENTED BOTH SIDES 


Veterans Must Confine Themselves to 
One Class of Business—Nice Point 
of Law Developed at Trial. 


> 


Two cases were decided in the police 
court yesterday that are of general interest 
to all cid confederate veterans and which 
Will be taken as test cases by the city in 
the Ywnatter of the free licenses granted 
the veterans by the state to carry on busi- 
ness. 

The defendants were J. M. Bowen and 
W. D. Willis. 

The defendants were doing business in 
the city under free licenses which had 
been given them by the ordinary under an 
act of the legislature granting all “disable 
or indigent’’ confederate veterans the right 
to “carry on business” without a license, 
They were selling cigars, tobacco, ciga- 
tettes and newspapers, and Bowen was run- 
hing barber chairs in his store. 

The city held that under the state law 
the veterans could only carry on one kind 
of business, and that the city had classl- 
fie@ tobacco and cigars as one business, 
newspapers as another business, barber 
sheps as another pusiness and the selling 
of cigarettes as other business. 

The veterans, who were represented by 
Judge R. L. Rodgers and Hollins Randolph, 
contended that the law said “carry on bus- 
iness’’ and that the veterans had a right 
to engage in the sale of any kind of mer- 
chandise, regardless of the classification of 
the elty. 

Judge Pendleton, representing the city, 
said he did not wish to appear as prose- 
cuting the veterans, as ha believed if a vat- 
eran had a right to engage in all kinds vf 
business under one license, there would be 
no limit to their trade and no protection 


‘to merchauis who had to pay for licenses. 


There were three points involved in the 
cases, First, as to whether or not the 
veterans cuuld engage in more than one 
kind of business as classified by the city; 
sccond, whether or not a veteran could en- 
gare in busmess at all with a permit from 
the ordinary; and, third, whether or not 
the words “disabled or indigent” meant dis- 
ab'ed and indigent.'’ 

In regard to the third point, Judge Pen- 
dieion said if the expression was taken in 
@ disjunctive instead of a conjunctive sense 
then a vcteran if he was disabled but as 
tich av a Vanderbilt could do business with- 
Cut a license. 

Judge Broyles decided with the city on 
all lbree points. 

The cases will be taken to the supreme 
eourt. «
